I nm cnntentto curii my living inde- 
pendent of Crown iiatronage; but 'the honor of 
representing my fellow citizens is a distinction 
which .-in.v man riiii;lit be proud cf, and I aspire to 
that. I hold the eqiuii rights of all men lo he of 
tho lirst iinpnrt.iiice in all eases of legislation, and 
know no dislinelion of creed, color, or country. 
Kvery eol.inist who has si tiled in this Colony as 
his future home, is entitled to . equal , privil(g«s 
wiih his neirlibiir, andfnr.Jsuch prinGiples I will 
alw.'iys curileml. 

Heaven bus given us a fine cliinale, n good har- 
bor, a naturnl iiosition as tlio entiepot ton great 
pan of Washiiigtoii Territory and Ui itish Colum- 
bia; and in Ihe present condition of Aincricau af- 
fairs so «itualed that with a J'iir:i; Pout and No 
Ui:iIT 'of any amount, we can snpiily a !?reat sharo 
of the Pncific coast chc.-iper than they can possi- 
bly bo supplied from elsewhere.
